PHYSICAL  FEATURES. 

The  Borough  of  Poole  occupies  the  extreme  South-East  corner 
of  the  County  of  Dorset,  and  is  the  largest  Town  in  the  County. 
The  extreme  width  from  East  to  West  is  about  7  miles,  and  from. 
North  to  South  about  4  miles. 

The  plateau  of  Parkstonc  and  Branksome  behind  the  older 
parishes  of  Poole,  Eongfleet  and  Han^worthy,  rises  sharply  at  Con¬ 
stitution ‘Hill  and  Newtown  in  the  West,  and  continues  East  to 
Canford  Cliffs,  Branksome  Park,  and  the  Eastern  boundary  of  the 
Borough,  which  is  also  the  County  Boundary  between  Dorset  and 
Hampshire. 

As  to  geological  formation,  the  parish  of  St.  James  is  situated 
in  alluvium  ;  that  of  Hamworthy  on  valley  gravel,  Bagshot  beds  and 
plateau  gravel.  Sandbanks  is  of  blown  sand.  In  Parkstone  and 
Branksome,  the  geological  stratum  is  mainly  the  Bagshot  beds  of 
sand,  brick-earth,  pipe-clay,  and  lignite,  with  many  pockets  of 
plateau  gravel  The  Reading  beds,  lying  below  the  above-m  entioned 
strata,  separate  them  from  the  chalk,  which,  although  it  comes  to 
the  surface  a  few  miles  North  of  the  town,  does  not  outcrop  within 
the  Borough. 
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The  extensive  enclosed  waters  of  the  Harbour,  sheltered  them¬ 
selves  by  the  Purbeck  Hills,  exert  a  controlling  influence  on  the 
temperature,  rendering  the  surrounding  areas  cool  in  summer  and 
tempering  the  cold  in  winter.  Hence  the  Town  escapes  many  of  the 
dajup  sea  mists  to  which  the  coast  line  is  subject. 

The  dependability  of  its  general  climatic  conditions  is  now  being 
more  fully  recognised,  and  the  Town  is  rapidly  increasing  in  popu¬ 
larity  as  an  all-the-ycar-round  Healtli  Resort,  especially  by  people 
who  have  spent  many  years  in  tropical  or  sub-tropical  countries. 

An  abundance  of  pine  woods  serves  to  maintain  and  to  enhance 
the  value  of  an  equable  climate,  and  to  give  the  district  a  high  claim 
as  a  recuperative  centre  for  those  liable  to  Bronchitis  and  Asthma. 

The  quite  exceptional  rate  of  development  which  has  been  a 
marked  feature  of  the  last  five  years  also  unfortunately  brings  with 
it  the  threat  of  diminution  of  the  pine-clad  areas.  It  should  there¬ 
fore  be  the  desire  and  tlie  practice  of  every  owner  of  ground  in  the 
Borougli— and  the  Corporation  itself  is  a  land-owner— to  see  that  no 
tree  be  sacrificed  where  this  can  reasonably  be  avoided,  knowing  that 
the  Town  will  be  for  ever  the  poorer.  The  Hills  and  the  Harbour 
may  be  said  to  defy  time  ;  but  if  Poole  will  maintain  its  pride,  it 
must  preserve  its  pines. 

Tire  average  rainfall  for  the  Town  is  31  inches.  In  1921,  an  ex¬ 
ceptionally  dry  vear,  the  total  year’s  rain  of  IS.2  inches  fell  on  119 
days.  In  1927,' the  total  fall  was  37.88  inches,  the  wettest  month 
being  September,  when  G.G5  inches  were  recorded,  and  the  driest 
Mav,  witli  .93  inch.  The  total  rainfall  for  England  and  Wales  in 
1927  was  43.7  inches,  and  for  the  British  Isles  as  a  whole,  48.9  inches. 

The  average  annual  sunshine  is  1,715  hours,  and  the  mean  sum¬ 
mer  and  winter  temperatures  differ  only  by  1 1 .8  degrees. 


LOCAL  CONDITIONS,  OCCUPATIONS  AND  INDUSTRIES. 

There  is  no  definitely  industiial  ‘  Zone  in  tlie  lo\\n,  except 
inasmuch  as  trade  seeks  sea-borne  or  rail-borne  facilities.  The 
Pottery,  Brick  and  Tile  industries  locate  themselves  where  the 
appropriate  natural  material  offers  itself.  A  portion  of  thu  Borough 
still  retains  a  semi-rural  character,  but  building  developments 


are  rapidly  changing  the  aspect.  • 

Industrial  emplovment  is  found  chiefly  m  the  Potteiy,  BricK, 
Earthenware  and  Tile  manufactures,  the  engineering  trades,  build¬ 
ing  and  a.ssociated  trades,  timber  yards,  fishing  and  dock  labouring, 
Gas  W'orks,  etc.  At  the  Branksome  end  of  the  Borougli  a  consider¬ 
able  eleireiit  of  tlie  residents  find  emplojmicnt  in  the  neighbouring 


County  Borough  of  Bournemouth. 

r'u'^killed  labour— quayside  and  general- forms  a  larger  ixir- 
centage  than  is  desirable.  A  low  wage-earning  capacity  militates 
against  an  improved  social  standard— with  consequent  hardships  m 
health  and  in  disease. 
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UNEMPLOYMENT  AND  RELIEF. 

During  the  six  years  prior  to  1927,  the  average  number  of 
unemployed  was  1179,  938,  ()2(>,  3(j(>,  3()1  and  (>2o  respectively— a 
gradual  heartening  outlook  from  the  depressing  year  1921  witli  its 
great  industrial  unrest,  until  renewed  restlessness  in  the  industrial 
world  gave  a  set-back  in  192(). 

In  1927,  the  average  number  was  reduced  to  492.

The  following  statistics  are  based  on  the  Registrar-General’s 
estimate  of  the  population  at  mid-year,  1927 — of  51,0.10  inhabitants. 

The  Birth-Rate  was  17.5  per'lOOO  of  the  population.  For  the 
country  U'S  3’  whole  the  rate  was  16./.  The  greater  Towns  and 
County  Boroughs  have  a  higher  average  of  17.1,  that  for  smaller 
towns  being  16.4. 

The  Infantile  Death  Rate.  This  is  discussed  in  detail  in  the 
section  of  the  Report  dealing  with  Mateinity  and  Child  Welfare. 
The  rate  of  deaths  per  1,000  live  births  has  risen  from  53.4  in  1926, 
to  58.1.  For  the  whole  country  it  was  69. 

The  Marriage  Rate.  For  the  year  1927  this  was  16.0  per  1,W0 
of  the  population,  as  compared  with  16.7  in  1926. 

The  Death  Rate.  Tlie  general  death  rate  for  the  year  was 
12.31,  as  compared  with  11.25  for  the  year  192().  For  the  whole 
country  the  figure  was  12.3. 

Speaking  generally,  to  an  essentially  residential  district  like 
Poole,  the  influx  of  population  tends  to  be  elderly  :  to  a  busy  manu¬ 
facturing  centre  a  younger  adult  life  is  attracted.  This  factor  helps 
to  keep  the  death  rate  high  in  the  former  case. 

In  an  industrial  town,  the  proportion  of  population  which 
reaches  the  age  of  65  is  about  33  per  cent,  of  the  whole.  In  Poole 
of  all  deaths  during  each  of  the  past  five  years,  over  46  per  cent, 
have  exceeded  that  age.  the  figure  for  1927  being  no  less  than  "lO 

In  estimating  what  is  described  as  the  Corrected  Death  Rate 
for  Poole,  the  Registrar-General  makes  an  allowance  for  any  abnor¬ 
mal  “  age  distribution  ”  of  the  population)  and  also  for  the  sex 
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distribution,”  which  shows  the  deatli  rate  in  a  more  favourable 
light  when  these  two  modifying  factors  are  taken  into  account. 
The  resulting  death  rate  is  actually  shown  to  be  10.34  per  1  ,(K)0  of  the 
inhabitants.  This  method  of  gauging  the  relative  healthiness  of  a 
district  is  more  accurate  than  by  reference  to  the  General  Death 
Rate. 

The  Cancer  Death  Rale.  The  total  deaths  from  m.alignant 
disease  in  192(5  were  79,  which  gives  a  death  rate  of  1.45  per  1,000 
inhabitants.  This  is  a  reduction  on  the  previous  two  years.  It 
is  to  be  hoped  that  the  spread  of  educational  propaganda  in  pre¬ 
ventive  Public  Health  endeavours  will  in  time  e.xcrt  some  controlling 
influence  on  the  wastage  of  life  in  middle  age  from  maligaant 
disease*. 

Deaths  from  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  numbered  36,  a  rednetion 
on  1 926,  which  .showed  46.  The  resulting  rate  is  0.71  per  1 ,000  of  the 
population,  as  compared  with  the  previous  five  years,  which  showed 
1.3,  1.02,  .91,  .71  and  .94  per  1000. 

WATER  SUPPLIES. 

The  main  water  supply  for  the  district  is  provided  by  the 
Corporation  Waterworks  at  Corfe  Mullen,  about  6  miles  X.\\^  of 
the  Town.  A  section  of  the  population,  mmibering  about  6,CfO, 
at  the  East  end  of  the  Borough  is  supplied  from  the  reservoirs  of  the 
Bournemouth  Gas  &  W'ater  (Company. 

The  consumption  of  water  supplied  by  the  Borough  Scheme 
reached  in  1927  the  total  of  492,168,080  gallons,  representing  an 
increase  of  18,(XH),(M)0  gallons  over  1926.  This  includes  the  pro¬ 
vision  of  water  supplies  to  Broadstone  and  other  adjacent  outlying 
districts.  It  is  therefore  not  easy  to  deduce  an  individual  daily 
consumption  average  for  the  Borough. 

The  system  of  purification  by  chlorination  pro^■ides  the  Town 
with  water  of  a  higli  standard  of  bacterial  purity,  samples  of  well 
and  tap  water  being  periodically  submitted  to  exam.ination  in  the 
Borough  Public  Health  Laboratories. 

The  geological  strata  from  which  the  wells  draw  the  water 
cause  this  to  be  of  ‘‘  hard  ’•  quality.  It  fluctuates  about  the 
maximum  point  of  hardness  which  is  considered  tolerable  as  a 
standard  for  general  use. 

During  the  year,  extension  of  Town  water  r'.a.ins  has  arr.ounted 
to  over  4 1  miles. 


DRAINAGE  AND  SEWERAGE. 

499  completed  houses  have  been  added  to  the  total  nuni.ber 
during  the  j’ear.  A  considerable  portion  of  these  has  aiisen  in 
unsewered  areas  from  the  inevitable  urbanisation  of  semi-rural 
districts.  The  result  is  that  the  number  of  cesspools  with  which 
the  Health  Department  has  been  called  upon  to  deal  has  increased 
from  490  in  1926  to  610  in  1927,  and  each  week  brings  fresh  calls.

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In  spite  of  recent  sewerage  schemes  at  Sandbanks,  Hamwortliy 
and  Upper  Parkstone,  300  more  cesspools  are  being  emptied  than 
was  the  case  five  years  ago,  and  a  further  ICO  may  be  expected  in 
1928.  62  pail  closets  also  remain. 

The  proposed  scheme  for  linking  up  the  very  rapidly  growing 
area  of  Stanley  Green  and  Oakdale,  which  should  rem.ove  about  150 
of  these,  has  not  yet  taken  shape,  and  its  urgency  becomes  more 
marked. 

Acce.ss  to  many  wayside  houses  is  so  precarious  owing  to  entire 
absence  of  road  surface"  or  imperfectly  made  roads,  that  this  very 
necessary  service  has  under  certain  weather  conditions  to  be  with¬ 
held  altogethci.  Th.is  leads  to  an  e.xpected,  if  not  altogether 
logical,  dissatisfaction  amongst  owners  and  tenants,  who  cannot 
always  see  clearly  the  difference  in  status  of  piivate  street  and 
public  highway.

CLEANSING  AND  SCAVENGING. 


The  main  services  are  carried  out  by  the  Borough  Surveyor’s 
Department,  acting  under  tlie  direction  of  the  Public  Health 
Committee. 

In  1924  motor  transport  was  introduced  in  this  work,  to  rein¬ 
force  the  horsed  vans  and  to  deal  with  the  areas  more  distant  from 
the  two  Refuse  Tips— at  Baiter  and  Whitecliff.  An  undesirable 
inland  tip  at  Branksome  was  discontinued  in  tliat  year,  with  the 
result  that  filling  up  at  these  areas  in  process  of  reclamation  was 
speeded  up.  The  only  palliative  argument  on  behalf  of  the  process 
of  tipping  is  that,  when  used  for  reclaiming  land,  it  is  an  economical 
method  of  providing  a  valuable  asset  to  the  Town.  Otherwise  it  is 
an  indefensible  nuisance  in  an  urban  district. 

The  only  thing  to  do  in  the  meantime  is  to  get  on  with  the 
speeding  up  by  adopting  the  most  expeditious  means  of  transport  of 
domestic  refuse,  combining  if  necessary  horsed  collection  with 
mechanical  removal.  The  sooner  the  reclamation  scheme  is  com¬ 
plete,  the  sooner  will  a  more  sanitary  method  of  disposal  become 
an  urgent  consideration. 

The  motor  vehicles  are  1-ton  Ford  end-tipping  vans. 

Limewashing  is  of  valuable  assistance  in  maintaining  the 
cleanliness  of  courts,  enclosed  backyards  and  alleys.  It  is  not  only 
of  value  in  itself,  but  has  a  stimulating  effect  on  the  surrounding 
householders,  wlio  respond  extremely  well.  Tlie  result  is  that  the 
general  condition  of  these  places  is  distinctly  complimentary  to  the 
people  and  to  the  Town.  This  work  is  carried  out  by  the  Public 
Health  Department  twice  yearly. 

Opportunity  is  also  taken  during  the  School  vacations  to 
disinfect  all  the  Elementary  Schools  of  the  Borough. 


POPULATION  AND  HOUSING. 


The  population  of  the  Borough  as  ascertained  by  the  Registrar- 
General  by  Census  in  1921  was  43,649.  The  estimate  of  the  same 
Aithority  for  the  population  as  at  30/6/27  was  51.030.  Determin¬ 
ing  an  api^roximate  figure  for  the  end  of  the  year  under  review,  the 
number  52,000  may  be  reasonably  adopted. 
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The  housing  of  this  population  was,  at  the  last  date,  viz. 
December,  1927,  established  as  follows  : —

Elimination  of  the  existing  shortage.  It  should  be  understood 
that  in  adopting  52,000  as  a  basis  of  population,  influx  and  outflow 
of  residents,  consideration  of  births,  marriages  and  deaths,  etc., 
have  been  taken  into  account,  tliat  is  to  say,  housing  provision  on 
this  basis  should  bring  accommodation  to  a  nonnal  and  satisfactory 
standard. 

But,  for  this  Borough,  provided  it  maintains  its  present  popu¬ 
larity  as  a  hcaltl.y  residential  area,  the  process  of  increment  of 
population  can  be  considered  normal  growth  to  the  e.xtent  that 


On  the  last  day  of  1927  there  were  179 
honses  actually  under  construction,  of  v;hich 
25  form  part  of  a  Municipal  .Housing  Scheme. 

This  Municipal  Scheme  comprises  105 
houses  in  all,  of  v/hich  50  were  already  com¬ 
pleted,  and  30  not  yet  commenced,  in  1927.

During  this  period  the  Birtli  Rate  has  fallen  in  Poole  as  it  has 
in  the  rest  of  tlic  Country.  The  population  of  school  age—  as 
judged  by  the  totals  on  the  registers  of  the  Elementary  Schools — is 
stationary.  It  may  therefore  be  reasonably  assumed  that  the 
increases  officially  given  by  tlie  Registrai -General  represent  an 
adult  increase.  In  other  words  Poole  is  becoming  a  town  favourably 
considered  by  those  wlio  seek  a  home  in  agreeable  surroundings. 
Poole  is  competing  as  a  Health  Resor-t — and  competing  successfully 
— with  districts  wl)ich  liave  spent  mu^h.  effort  in  publicly  claiming 
such  a  distinction.  And  it  may  be  said  that  Poole  is  coming  into  its 
own  from  the  healthy  beauty  of  its  natural  inheritance. 

To  a  certain  extent  therefore  the  consideration  of  housing 
requirements  for  Poole  as  a  basis  of  4.5  persons  per  house  is  fallaciofls 
where  Hotels,  Boarding  Establishments  and  spacious  private 
residences  aie  numerous. 

W’itii  regard  to  the  maintenance  of  dwelling  houses  in  a  condi¬ 
tion  reasonably  fit  in  all  respects  for  human  habitation,  Table  E. 
shows  the  activities  of  the  Sanitary  Inspectors,  and  tlie  results  of 
their  acti\  ities  under  the  various  Housing  Acts. 


HOUSES  LET-IN-LODGINGS. 


Houses  Let-in-Lodgings.  Prior  to  the  current  high  rate  of  room- 
rentals,  whicli  has  rendered  tlie  Byelaws  with  respect  to  these 
houses  inoperative,  there  were  8  on  the  Register.  Two  have  since 
closed. 

These  houses  are  chiefly  of  the  older  type  of  spacious  family 
residence,  subdivided  into  lets  of  from  one  to  three  rooms.  The 
sanitary  arrangements  and  water  supply  in  most  leave  much  to  be 
desired.  In  some  cases,  the  topmost  tenants  require  to  carry  their 
fresh  water  from  the  common  yard,  this  temporary  supply  being 
stood  in  the  combined  living  and  sleeping  room. 

Common  Lodging  Houses  number  three,  two  in  St.  James’  area 
and  one  in  Branksome.  They  were  visited  57  times. 

Poole,  as  a  seaport  town,  feels  the  need  of  a  controlled  Model 
Lodging  House.  It  would  cater  for  the  visiting  seaman,  who  w'ould 
be  saved  from  possibly  risky  associations.  It  w'ould  also  provide 
healthy  rest  for  a  certain  nomadic  element  of  unskilled  labour. 
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PUBLIC  BATHS. 

Fresh  Water.  Tliese  are  situated  close  to  the  Guildhall, 
and  consist  of  five  cubicles  with  lavatory  accommodation. 

During  the  year  these  Baths  have  been  used  5,S26  times, 
compared  with  5,832  in  192(>.  Tliese  figures  include  children  of 
Elementary  Schools,  for  whom  special  facilities  are  pro\  ided  on 
two  days  in  the  week  at  a  nominal  charge  of  one  penny.  1,330 

children  attended,  as  against  1,020  in  the  previous  year. 

The  Council  has  now  under  consideration  the  pro\nsion  of  a 
further  eight  slipper  baths  at  a  suitable  site  to  meet  the  require¬ 
ments  of  Upper  Parkstone  and  Branksome. 

Salt  Water.  There  is  a  free  open-air  tidal  Swinmimg  Bath  on 
the  foreshore  at  Baiter,  of  which  full  advantage  ^  is  taken  during 
the  summer  months.  It  is  now  proposed  to  duplicate  the  scheme 
at  another  appropriate  site,  which  has  still  to  be  selected. 

RAT  CONTROL. 

Poole  being  a  Port,  both  the  rarer  Black  Rat  and  tlie  commoner 
open-air  Brown  Rat  are  to  be  found  in  the  Borough.  The  obligation 
to  deal  effectively  with  rats  falls,  under  the  Rats  and  Mice  (Des¬ 
truction)  Order,  IhH),  upon  the  owner  or  occupier  of  premises 
infested  with  them.  To  assist  in  the  clearing  of  prmises  harbour¬ 
ing  these  rodents,  a  cliarge  of  3/(5  being  made,  40  visits  were  inade 
for  private  occupiers  in  1927.  It  is  the  custom  to  re-visit  the 
premises  and  grounds  the  day  after  baits  are  laid,  to  colli^t  unused 
baits,  and  every  precaution 'is  taken  to  prevent  domestic  animals 
from’gaining  access  to  the  material  used.  leaflet  of  advice  and 
warning  is  also  delivered  at  each  place  dealt  with.^ 

The  experience  gained  in  dealing  with  quayside  gram  stores, 
etc.,  agrees  with  the  recommendation  of  tlie  Ministiy  of  .Agriculture 
and  Fisheries,  namely,  that  to  get  good  results,  the  rat  must  be 
treated  to  an  attractive  change  of  diet  from  that  to  which  it  gets 

ready  access.  i  ♦ 

'Wherever  poultry  food,  eggs  and  young  chickens  are  kept,  rats 

are  likely  to  be  attracted.  This,  combined  with  the  fact  that  many 
.  of  the  more  secluded  wooded  areas  of  the  Borough  are  now  being 
cleared  for  liabitation,  caUs  for  an  appeal  to  thos^  who  keep  hen- 
runs  to  consider  their  neighbours  who  do  not.  New  poultry-houses 
and  chickencoops  should  be  made  rat-proof  as  far  as  possible,  and 
the  food  should  be  stored  in  rat-proof  receptacles. 

The  refuse  tips  of  the  Borough  are  still  an  unfortunate  necessity, 
and  a  modifietl  evil  onlv  in  so  far  as  they  are  assisting  to  reclaim 
ground  which  otherwise  is  unserviceable.  The  nature  of  the  tips 
makes  them  a  happy  hunting  ground  for  rats.  During  the  year 

21  raids  on  the  tips  have  been  carried  out. 

The  policy  of  attacking  the  rodents  in  the  sewers,  commenced 

in  1923,  was  continued,  250  baits  being  laid. 
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Any  figures  dealing  witli  rat  coatrol  arc  bound  to  be  hypotheti- 
cal,  as  tlie  actual  dead  rats  openly  discovered  are  not  accurate  indi^ 
cation  of  the  niunbcr  who  liave  fallen  to  the  bait.  From  the 
following  results  obtained,  however,  during  the  past  five  years  it 
may  safely  be  assumed  that  the  rat  population  is  being  more  than 
held  m  check.

MOSQUITOES. 

The  system  of  spraying  the  fresh-water  lakes  and  ponds  with 
paraffin  for  the  destruction  of  mosquitoes  and  their  larvae  was  con¬ 
tinued  within  the  Borough  during  the  past  year. 

Between  April  and  September,  the  hottest  period  of  the  year 
periodical  visits  were  made  to  the  fresh-water  lakes,  etc.,  requiring 
attention.  A  total  of  54  gallons  of  paraffin  was  used  at  these 
places,  and  27  visits  made,  the  fresh-water  lake  in  Poole  Park  being 
sprayed  on  9  occasions,  the  watercourse  at  the  Parkstone  Golf 
Links  7  times,  and  the  Branksome  Chine  Lakes  11  times. 

The  whole  of  the  Branksome  Chine  watercourse  has  now 
received  special  attention  from  the  Borough  Surveyor’s  Department, 
all  sluggish  by-pools  being  drained  off,  and  tlie  bed  generallv 
thoroughly  cleaned. 

FOOD. 

In  addition  to  the  ordinary  inspection  of  foodstuffs  and  meat, 
certain  important  Regulations  lay  down  lines  of  action  which 
the  Inspectors  of  the  Department  follow  in  safeguarding  the  public 
in  the  matter  of  the  maintenance  of  Dairies,  Cow'sheds  and  Milk- 
shops,  the  Sale  of  Milk  and  Cream,  the  Sale  of  Food  and  Drugs,  the 
control  of  Slaughterhouses,  etc. 

Considerable  recent  legislation,  particularly  in  the  direction 
of  the  supply  of  clean,  wholesome  milk  and  sound  meat,  entails 
redoubled  exertions  on  the  part  of  the  Inspectors  and  of  the  Health 
Department,  but  the  work  is  willingly  done  in  the  knowledge  that 
the  community  will  gain. 

82  formal  samples  of  New  Milk  were  taken  for  anal3'sis.  Four 
of  these  were  found  to  be  adulterated.  In  the  action  taken  in  these 
cases,  a  fine  of  £5  was  inflicted  in  two,  and  of  £2  in  the  third.  The 
fourth  instance  was  not  proceeded  with.

With  a  view  to  detecting  tuberculous  infection  in  milk  supplies 
and  to  identif\'ing  the  source  of  the  taint,  the  Borough  Laboratories 
examine  periodically  sale  samples  taken  by  the  Inspectors.  72 
samples  were  thus  tested.  The  germ  of  tuberculosis  was  not  found. 

Opportunity  is  taken  in  the  Laboratory  to  examine  for  ex¬ 
traneous  solid  matter — otherwise  "dirt” — the  samples  of  milk 
submitted  for  report.  In  this  respect  a  deterioration  has  been 
found,  the  average  being  in  1927,  17.5  parts  per  100,900  while  in 
1920  this  was  reduced  to  10.5  parts  per  100,000. 

There  are  no  underground  Bakehouses  in  the  Borough. 

All  butchers’  shops  comply  with  the  Regulations  requiring 
provision  of  .suitable  window-shutter  facilities. 

Under  the  Sale  of  Food  and  Drugs  Acts,  a  grocer  was  prosecuted 
for  selling  butter  with  an  excess  of  water  content.  This  case  was 
dismissed. 

Table  G.  enumerates  the  samples  taken  by  the  Inspectors 
under  these  .\cts,  and  subjected  to  analysis  as  to  genuineness  or 
presence  of  preservative. 

The  Report  of  the  Borough  Analysts  on  their  work  for  the  year 
is  appended  : — 


••  REPORT  ON  WORK  AS  PUBLIC  ANALYSTS  FOR  1927. 


During  the  year  1927,  137  samples  were  submitted  under  the  Sale 
of  Food  and  Drugs  .^cts,  of  which  five  were  rctunied  as  adulterated, 
yielding  a  percentage  of  adulteration  of  3.65. 

Four  of  the  adulterated  samples  were  of  milk.  One  contained 
added  water  to  the  extent  of  six  per  cent,  and  the  other  three  were 
deficient  in  fat  to  the  extents  of  eight,  seven  and  thirty-three  per  cent. 


respectively. 

Altogether,  eighty-two  samples  of  milk  were  analysed  and  their 
composition,  on  an  average,  was  3.59  per  cent,  of  fat  and  8.79  per  cent, 
of  solids-not-fat.  The  latter  is  the  same  figure  as  obtained  in  1926. 
In  spite  of  the  third  quarter  of  the  year  being  unusually  wet,  the  nutri¬ 
tive  value  of  milk  in  Poole  was  unaffected,  the  respective  averages  for

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As  usual,  milk  in  the  fourth  quarter  of  the  year  was  best  in  quality, 
and  also  as  usual,  fat  was  poorest  in  the  second  quarter. 

One  sample  of  butter  was  returned  as  adulterated  because  it  con¬ 
tained  16.2  per  cent,  of  water  and  therefore  exceeded  the  limit  of  16  per 
cent,  of  The  Sale  of  Butter  Regulations,  1902,  by  one-fifth  of  one  per 
cent.  It  does  not  interfere  with  the  propriety  of  the  certificate  given  to 
this  effect  that  another  jxjrtion  of  this  sample  was  at  a  later  date  reported 
to  contain  15.6  per  cent,  of  water.  Water  is  sometimes  unevenly  dis¬ 
tributed  in  butter  and  there  is  also  some  loss  of  water  on  keeping  through 
evaporation,  even  in  a  sample  jar. 

Eight  samples  of  butter  contained  boric  acid  as  a  preservative,  the 
average  proportion  of  the  latter  being  0.181  per  cent.,  and  the  range, 
0.09  to  0.41  per  cent.,  while  in  butters  fiee  from  preservative,  five  in 
number,  the  water  was  13.7  per  cent. 

Lard  contained  free  fatty  acids  in  amounts  ranging  from  0.28  to 
1.0  per  cent.,  the  average  amount  being  0.59  per  cent.  There  is  no 
definite  limit  so  far  as  lard  is  concerned  in  this  country,  but  an  opinion 
is  influenced  by  the  long-standing  and  uncontradicted  expression  that 
an  edible  fat  should  not  contain  more  than  one  per  cent,  of  free  fatty 
acids.  A  more  stringent  requirement  obtains  in  the  United  States, 
where  a  ma.ximum  of  0.56  per  cent,  of  free  fatty  acids  is  imposed  foi  lard. 
Four  of  the  samples  out  of  the  total  of  twelve  contained  0.86,  0.80,  0.80 
and  1.00  per  cent,  respectively,  while  two-thirds  satisfied  even  a  stringent 
foreign  standard. 

Two  samples  of  ice  cream  were  of  good  quality,  but  contained  one 
0.04,  and  the  other  0.07,  per  cent,  of  boric  acid.  They  were  sold  at  a 
time  when  the  use  of  eggs  preserved  with  boric  acid  was  permitted,  and 
this  appeared  to  be  the  explanation  of  the  presence  of  tlie  preservative. 

In  addition  to  samples  previously  mentioned,  1  sample  of  separated 
milk,  two  of  margarine,  1  of  plain  flour,  3  of  self-raising  flour,  2  of  oatmeal, 

I  of  tea,  5  of  coffee,  1  of  coffee  and  chicory,  2  of  cocoa,  1  of  sausages, 

5  of  pepper,  2  of  vinegar  and  2  of  cheese,  were  analysed,  but  presented 
no  points  of  special  interest.

The  work  has  been  carried  on  with  a  minimum  ol 
inconvenience  to  the  vicinity,  and  occasion  did  not  arise  for  action 
in  connection  therewith. 


DISEASES  OF  ANIMALS  ACTS. 

Swine  Fever.  During  the  year.  6  suspected  cases  were  reported 
to  the  Board  of  Agriculture,  and  of  this  number  3  were  confirmed,  as 
aX'tT/uspccted  cases  in  The  Swine  Fever  (Regulat.on  of 

Movement)  Order,  1922,  has  remained  in  operation  during  the  yea.. 
Under  this  Order,  Licences  are  required  on  the  movement  of  swine 

from  Markets  to  within  the  Borough. 

\ctive  co-operation  has  existed  throughout  the  year  between 
the  County  Police  and  the  Inspectors  under  the  Disepes  of  Animals 
Acts,  and  duplicate  liccn'cs  of  all  movements  into  the  Borough  are 
sent  from  the  Police  throughout  the  market  towns  of  Dorset  to  the 
Borough  Inspectors.  In  two  cases  of  failure  to  deliver  up  licences, 
the  negligence  resulted  in  prosecutions  and  fines  of  10  shillings  and 
4I)  shillings  respectively,  and  in  a  third  instance  the  person  was 

‘'“'“a  prosecution  taken  for  moving  swine  from  infected  premises 
witftOT?  a  licence  of  the  Inspector  of  the  Mmtstry,  m  contravention 
of  the  Swine  Fever  Order,  1908,  resulted  in  a  fine  of  one  pound  and 

Disease.  The  Borough  was  free  from  any 
suspected  case  during  the  year,  and  no  outbreak  occurred  in  neigh- 
boiiring  Districts  to  necessitate  the  Borough  being  scheduled  as  an 
Area  under  the  Diseases  of  Animals  Acts,  although  as  a  safeguard 
regulations  were  made  prohibiting  the  movement  of  cattle  into  the 
Borough,  under  the  Foot-and-Mouth  Disease  Orders. 
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Glanders  and  Farcy.  During  the  year,  one  suspected  case  of 
Glanders  was  reported  to  the  Ministry,  but  on  further  investigation 
the  case  was  not  confinned  as  such. 

SLAUGHTERHOUSES. 

There  is  great  need  of  a  modern  Public  Slaughterhouse  for 
the  Borough.  considerable  proportion  of  the  butcher  meat  con¬ 
sumed  in  Bournemouth  is  killed  and  dressed  in  the  Poole  slaughter¬ 
houses,  which  nunrber  twelve  and  arc  scattered  over  an  area  of 
some  12  square  miles. 

The  introduction  of  the  Public  Health  (Meat)  Regulations, 
1924,  put  an  entirely  new  aspect  on  the  work  of  the  Meat  Inspectors. 
While  an  average  of  418  visits  was  made  in  the  years  1921-1924 
during  times  when  the  Inspectors  had  reason  to  e.xpect  killing 
to  be  taking  place,  the  new  obligation  on  the  part  of  a  butcher 
and  others  to  give  at  least  three  hours’  notice  of  intention  to  slaughter 
has  had  the  effect  of  raising  the  calls  on  the  Inspectors’  time  in 
1920  to  1421  visits,  and  in  1927  to  1,940  visits  to  slaughterhouses. 

Parallel  with  this,  the  visits  paid  to  butchers’  shops,  which 
averaged  033  in  the  previous  four  years,  increased  in  1920  to  1,400, 
and  in  1927  to  1,033. 

It  can  be  readily  understood  how  much  of  the  Inspectors’  time 
could  be  released  for  other  very  necessary  duties  if  all  killing  were 
concentrated  on  one  central  abattoir,  where  each  butcher  has  his 
ow-n  stall.

INFECTIOUS  DISEASES. 


Control  of  Infectious  Diseases.  The  Borough  Public  HeaU 
Laboratory  examines  free  of  charge  all  patliological  md 
ical  speciniens  submitted  by  medical  practitioners.  Health  yi^dors 
School  Cses  or  Hospitals,  the  report  being  telephoned  where 
argency*is  of  imixirtance.  Particulars  of  work  done  m  this  splie 
will  be  found  in  the  portion  of  the  Import  dealing  with  die  Labor^ 
v  As  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  is  also  School  Medic^ 
Officer.  Medical  Officer  under  the  Maternity  and  Cluld  Welfare 
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Scheme,  Port  Medical  Officer,  Superintendent  of  the  Fever  Hospital, 
Director  of  the  Laboratory,  and  Honorary  Pathologist  to  the 
Cornelia  Hospital,  he  is  thus  enabled  to  keep  himself  in  inturate 
personal  touch  with  illness,  which  it  would  be  impossible  to  main¬ 
tain  in  a  town  of  larger  population. 

Absentee  Reports  from  the  School  staffs  arc  checked  and  follow¬ 
ed  up  by  the  School  Nurses  and  School  Attendance  Officers  ;  and 
systematic  swabbing  of  sore  throats  and  discharging  nostrils,  both 
at  home  and  in  the  School  Clinics,  is  a  valuable  aid  to  checking  a 
school  outbreak,  as  often  an  unsuspected  case  is  thus  disclosed  and 
spread  prevented. 

The  Health  \  isitors,  by  the  operation  of  the  Notification  of 
Births  Act,  are  able  to  track  out  such  infantile  conditions  as  Ophthal¬ 
mia,  Pemphigus  and  Erysipelas. 

Diphtheria  antitoxin  is  available  free  to  medical  practitioners 
on  application  to  the  Public  Health  Office,  on  certificate  of  emerg¬ 
ency. 

For  the  cleansing  and  disinfection,  and  disinfestation  of 
verminous  persons  and  their  belongings,  Alderney  Hospital  is 
equipped  with  baths  and  steam  disinfector. 

The  disinfection  of  premises,  after  infectious  illness,  is  carried 
out  by  the  Department’s  employees  under  the  supervision  of  the 
Sanitary  Inspectors. 

It  h^  not  been  found  practicable  to  introduce  the  tests  for 
susceptibility  to  Scarlet  Fever  and  Diphtheria,  and  immunising 
methods,  associated  with  the  nam.es  of  Dick  and  Schick. 

It  will  be  noticed  that  in  Poole  chickenpox  is  a  notifiable 
condition.  This  is  very  necessary  to  assist  in  the  control  of  the 
spread  of  Smallpo.x,  especially  with  so  large  a  percentage  of  unvac¬ 
cinated  children. 

Hospitals. 

Baiter  Hospital,  on  the  Baiter  Peninsula  in  Poole  Harbour, 
is  kept  in  reserve  for  Smallpox  It  has  20  beds,  with  an  experienced 
Nurse  as  resident  caretaker.  The  Hospital  has  not  been  called  into 
use  during  1927. 

Alderney  Hospital  is  situated  in  a  very  healthy  position  near  the 
landward  boundary  of  the  Borough,  on  high  gravel  soil.  It  can 
accornmodate  73  patients,  and  consists  of  six  blocks,  with  admin¬ 
istrative  buildings,  disinfecting  station  and  motor  ambulance. 

To  Alderney  Hospital,  147  cases  have  been  admitted  during 
the  year.  Of  these,  ^  were  from  the  Borough,  23  from  Poole  Rural 
District,  3  from  Christchurch,  11  from  Wimborne  and  Cranborne 
Rural  District,  2  from  W'areham  and  Piu-beck  Riu-al  District  and 
24  from  the  military  stations  in  the  County  which  are  served  by  the 
Borough  Hospital, 
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There  were  4  deaths,  one  being  an  adult  Borough  case  of  Ery¬ 
sipelas.  The  remaining  three  were  due  to  Diphtheria,  Broncho- 
Pneumonia  and  Pneumococcal  Meningitis,  in  children  admitted 
from  external  districts. 

Scarlet  Fever.  TO  Borough  cases  were  admitted,  and  36  cases 
from  external  Authorities.  Five  further  cases  admitted  for  this 
disease  were  kept  under  observation  and  found  to  be  conditions 
other  than  Scarlet. 

Diphtheria.  2  Borough  cases  were  admitted,  and  5  from 
outside  Districts.  A  further  two  Borough  and  five  external 
cases  were  found  on  admission  to  be  conditions  other  than  Diph¬ 
theria. 

Other  Diseases.  The  remaining  Borough  cases  consisted  of 
Measles,  Erysipelas,  Puerperal  Fever,  Ophthalmia  Neonatorum,  and 
complications  of  Chickenpox — one  each. 

Total  Admissions.  Table  H.  tabulates  these. 

Total  Incidence.  Table  I.  shows  the  age  incidence  and  the 
Borough  areas  in  which  the  various  infectious  diseases  have  occurred. 

Attack  and  Death  Rates  of  the  usual  Hospital  -  treated  infectious 
diseases  for  the  year,  given  below,  show  the  Borough  m  a  very 
favourable  light  as  compared  with  the  country  as  a  whole,  indi¬ 
cating  in  Diphtheria  a  progressive  and  marked  diminution  which 
makes  very  welcome  reading.

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Occasion  has  not  arisen  during  the  year  for  applying  the  opera¬ 
tion  of  Section  62  of  the  Public  Health  Act,  1925,  (compulsory 
removal  to  hospital  of  certain  cases  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis),  or 
of  the  lAiblic  Health  (Prevention  of  Tuberculosis)  Regulations, 
1925,  controlling  tuberculous  subjects  in  the  milk  trade. 

The  Laboratories  arc  now  approveel  by  the  Ministry  of  Agri¬ 
culture  and  Fisheries  as  a  pathological  institute  for  the  purpose  of 
examinations  in  connection  with  Tuberculosis  in  Animals  (Tuber¬ 
culosis  Order  of  1925). 

VENEREAL  DISEASES. 

.Administration  and  treatment  is  in  the  hands  of  the  County 
Council.  A  Clinic  in  the  Be)rough  itself  is  very  necessary.  At 
present  the  nearest  available  Centre  is  at  the  Royal  Victoria  Hos¬ 
pital.  No  alteration  in  this  respect  has  been  effected  during  the 
year. 

Two  persons  who  presented  themselves  to  the  Medical  Officer 
of  Health  for  advice  were  referred  thither  for  treatment. 

The  number  of  patients  who  atteneled  the  Clinic,  registered  as 
resident  in  the  Borough  of  Poole,  was  57,  compared  with  65  in  1926.

OPHTHALMIA  NEONATORUM. 

This  crippling  and  avoidable  disease  of  infancy  continues  to  be 
light  in  incidence,  having  fallen  from  21  cases  in  1921,  to  9  in  1922, 
iuid  to  4  in  each  of  the  next  three  years,  3  in  1926,  and  2  in  1927. 
In  all  except  one  impaired  vision  in  1921,  full  sight  has  been  pre¬ 
served. 
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BOROUGH  PUBLIC  HEALTH  LABORATORIES. 

The  sphere  of  gratuitous  utility  of  the  Public  Health  Laborator¬ 
ies  includes  the  Hospitals  in  the  Borough,  the  Medical  Practitioners 
of  the  Borough,  the  School  Medical  Service,  the  Maternity  and  Child 
Welfare  Service,  and  the  Food  Inspectors. 

For  reports  on  materials  coming  from  outside  the  Borough 
small  charges  are  made. 

Charges  are  also  made  for  special  work,  such  as  preparation  of 
vaccines,  bacteriological  tests  of  water  samples,  etc.

(3)  Professional  Nursing  in  the  Hotne. 

General.  Two  District  Nurses  for  tlie  Parkstone  area  are 
provided  by  the  Parkstone  District  Nursing  Association.  One 
District  Nurse,  for  work  in  the  Poole,  Longflcct  and  Oakdale  dis¬ 
tricts,  is  provided  by  the  Poole  District  Nursing  Assocation. 

These  .Associations  arc  affiliated  to  the  Dorset  County  Nursing 
.Association. 

Maternity.  Seven  Certified  ]\lid\\ives  are  at  present  practising 
in  the  Borough.  One  District  Nurse  is  provided  by  the  Poole 
District  Nursing  .Association  for  Matemit\' duties. 

(4)  .imbalance  facilities. 

(a)  Infectious  Diseases.  A  motor  ambulance  for  one  stretcher 
and  one  sitting  case  is  stationed  at  the  Borough  Hospital.  The 
area  covered  by  this  vehicle  includes  a  considerable  portion  of  the 
East  of  the  Coimt}-  of  Dorset  and  Christchurch  in  Hampshire. 

{b)  N on-infectious  and  Accident  Cases.  The  St.  John  Ambul- 
lance  Brigade,  Parkstone,  have  provided  a  motor  ambulance  for 
general  non-infectious  transport  work.  Fees  are  charged  to  suit 
all  classes.  Trained  ambulance  men  are  supplied. 

There  is  also  a  hand  ambulance  quartered  at  Parkstone  Park. 

(5)  Other  Institutional  Provision. 

Umnarried  Mothers.  .A  Home  for  girls  awaiting  confinement, 
and  for  unmarried  mothers  with  their  infants,  with  four  beds  and 
four  cots,  is  situateel  at  "  Oak  Tree  Lodge,”  Lower  Parkstone. 
This  is  supported  by  voluntary  effort. 

Illegitimate  Infants.  The  Hants  and  Dorset  Babies’  Home,  in 
Commercial  Road,  Parkstone,  is  capable  of  boarding  23  infants. 
It  receives  an  annual  grant  from  Government  funds,  and  is  subject  to 
super\asion  by  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health. 

Homeless  Children.  The  Dorset  Home,  in  West  Street,  Poole, 
with  accommodation  for  75  girls,  is  a  recognised  Industrial  School 
under  the  Children’s  Act,  1908.  A  few  local  children  are  sometimes 
maintained  in  the  Home,  but  the  majority  come  from  the  London 
County  Council  area.  Girls  are  retained  till  the  age  of  18.  The 
majority  ultimately  go  into  domestic  service.

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PORT  MEDICAL  OFFICER’S  REPORT. 

The  Port  of  Poole  includes,  in  addition  to  the  Harboiur  proper 
and  Poole  Bay,  all  the  landward  area  of  waters  enclosed  by  a  line 
joining  St.  Alban’s  Head  in  tlie  West  uith  Hengistbury  Head  in 
the  East. 

Tlie  Medical  Officer  of  Health  for  the  Borough  is  also  Port 
Medical  Officer,  and  is  assisted  by  Mr.  P.  W.  Wheeler,  Cert.  R.S.I., 
M.S.I.A.,  Sanitary  Inspector,  who  is  also  Inspector  of  Nuisances 
for  the  Port.  Close  co-operation  e.xists  between  the  Officers  of 
H.M.  Customs,  the  Harbour  Master,  and  the  Medical  Officer’s 
Department, 

With  the  development  of  the  training  bank,  schemes  for  the 
deepening  of  the  main  channels,  the  provision  of  additional  wharfage 
accommodation,  and  the  opening  of  the  new  Bascule  Bridge  over 
the  entrance  to  Holes  Bay,  statistics  of  tlie  tonnage  of  incoming 
vessels  should  provide  a  useful  practical  indication  of  the  results 
achieved.

Poole  is  not  an  “  Appioved  Port  ”  for  the  purposes  of  control 
of  transmigrants. 

(6)  Cargo  Traffic.  The  bulk  of  the  traffic  during  the  year 
has  been  witli  Russia,  Norway,  Sweden,  Finland,  Belgium,  Germany 
Holland,  France,  Spain,  Ireland  and  the  Channel  Islands,  in  addition 
to  English  and  Scottish  ports  generally. 

Imports  were  chiefly  Tim b('i,  Stone,  Manures,  Oil-cake,  Asphalte 
Potatoes,  Onions,  Potashes,  Cement,  Iron  and  Steel  work.  Coal, 
Coke  and  general  cargoes  ;  and  e.xports  were  Stone,  Coal,  Potatoes, 
Cement,  Oil,  and  Motor  Spirits,  and  general  cargoes. 

III.  Source  of  Water  Supply. 

The  water  supply  availalTe  for  the  Port  and  shipping  is  that 
of  the  Town  mains,  which  carry  a  chlorinated  water  of  high  bacterial 
purity  from  deep  wells  in  tlie  Corfe  HiUs  in  the  vicinity.  There 
are  no  water  boats  in  use  in  the  Harbour. 

IV.  Infectious  Diseases. 

(1)  Arrangements  for  detection  of  infectious  disease  on  inward 
vessels.  Masters  of  incoming  ships  report  to  H.M.  Customs  or 
Harbour  Master,  who  are  in  direct  telephonic  communication  with 
the  Port  Medical  Officer. 

(2)  Arrangements  for  notification  to  the  Port  Sanitary  Authority 
of  the  arrival  of  inward  vesselw  requiring  special  attention.  H.M. 
Customs  Office  and  the  Harbour  Master  are  in  telephonic  com¬ 
munication  with  the  offices  of  the  Port  Sanitary  Authority  direct. 
Immediate  intimation  of  arrival  is  passed  by  the  former  to  the  Port 
Medical  Officer  and  Inspector  of  Nuisances. 

There  are  no  local  facilities  for  communicating  direct  with 
incoming  vessels  by  wireless.  It  would  be  an  advantage  if  all 
incoming  vessels  equipped  with  wireless  were  required  to  send  a 
message  stating  the  probable  time  of  their  arrival  in  the  Port,  and 
whether  any  infectious  disease  is  known  or  suspected  to  exist  on 
board. 

(3)  Method  of  boarding  vessels  on  arrival.  The  routine  ob¬ 
served  in  the  case  of  a  vessel  arriving  at  the  Port  which  has  not  a 
clear  bill  of  health  as  regards  infectious  disease  is  as  follows.  The 
vessel  is  piloted  to  the  “  Approved  Boarding  Station  ” — off  Stakes 
Buoy — where  it  is  boarded  by  the  Port  Medical  Officer,  Sanitary 
Inspector  and  Customs  Officer  before  anyone  on  board  leaves  the 
vessel.  The  Medical  Officer,  after  making  his  inspection,  gives  his 
instructions  in  accordance  with  the  pro^ision  described  below, 
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(4)  Arrangements  for  disposal  of  cases  of  infections  disease, 
and  for  observation  or  surveillance  of  contacts.  Tlie  Port  Sanitary 
Authority  possess  two  Hospitals  which  are  available  for  treatment 
of  infectious  cases,  one  at  Alderney,  near  the  landward  boundary 
of  the  Town,  and  the  other  on  Baiter  Peninsula  in  the  Harbour,  the 
latter  being  reserved  for  Smallpox,  Plague,  Cliolera  and  Yellow 
Fever. 

(5)  Arrangements  for  disinfection  of  infected  quarters,  bedding, 
clothing.  Alderney  Isolation  Hospital  is  the  Disinfecting  Station 
for  the  Port.  Tlie  steam  disinfector  available  there  is  of  the  jacket 
type,  working  to  40  lbs.  pressure  per  square  inch,  manufactured  by 
Manlove,  Alliott  &  Co.,  Nottingham.  Three  whole-time  employees 
skilled  in  methods  of  disinfection  are  available  on  emergency,  with 
equipment  for  foimaldehyde  and  sulphur  vapour  treatment  of 
quarters  and  articles  not  suitable  for  treatment  by  steam. 

(6)  Arrangements  for  cleansing  of  persons.  Alderney  Isolation 
Hospital  is  also  tlie  Disinfestation  Station  for  the  Port,  for  cleansing 
and  disinfesting  verminous  persons.  Here  a  block,  with  reception, 
bath  and  discharging  rooms,  is  available,  while  clothing,  etc.,  are 
treated  by  steam  disinfection. 

(7)  A  rrangements  for  ambulance  transport.  A  motor  ambulance 
maintained  at  Alderney  Isolation  Hospital,  and  in  direct  com¬ 
munication  by  telephone,  is  availaole.  This  vehicle  can  take  one 
lying-down  and  two  sitting  cases,  in  addition  to  driver  and  nurse 
or  attendant. 

(8)  Arrangements  for  detection  and  treatment  of  Venereal 
Disease  amongst  Sailors.  Under  the  International  Agreement 
regarding  Venereal  Diseases,  suitable  notices  are  available  for  all 
crews  arriving  in  the  Port,  being  issued  to  the  Captain  at  first  call. 
The  Port  Medical  Officer  is  available  for  emergency  advice.  The 
local  Treatment  Centre  is  at  the  Victoria  &  West  Hants  Hospital, 
Boscombe,  and  to  this  all  suitable  cases  are  directed,  with  printed 
guidance.  If  an  affected  sailor  is  in  Port  only  for  a  very  short  time, 
he  is  advised  as  to  the  site  of  the  Centre  at  his  next  port  of  call. 

(9)  Arrangements  for  Bacteriological  examination  of  rats  and 
other  Material.  The  Poit  Medical  Officer  is  also  Director  of  the 
Public  Health  Laboratories  of  the  Sanitary  Authority,  where 
facilities  exist  for  all  routine  and  special  examinations  of  bacterio¬ 
logical  or  pathological  significance.  The  Laboratories  are  central, 
and  in  direct  telephonic  communication. 

(10)  Cases  of  Infectious  Sickness.  No  cases  of  infectious 
sickness  have  occurred  on  vessels  during  voyage  or  disposed  of 
prior  to  arrival,  and  no  cases  have  been  landed  at  the  Port  during 
the  year,  or  during  the  previous  five  years. 
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V.  Measures  against  rodents. 

(1)  Steps  taken  for  detection  of  Rodent  Plague.  Vessels  are 
inspected  on  arrival,  the  master  being  interrogated.  Periodical 
insp^tion  of  wharves,  warehouses,  etc.,  is  made  in  the  course  of 
routine  duties  by  the  Inspector  of  Nuisances  and  one  of  the  Author¬ 
ity’s  ratters. 

(2)  Measures  taken  to  prevent  passage  of  rats  between  ships  and 
shore.  Zinc  hawser  baffles  are  maintained  in  store  for  this  purpose 

(3)  Methods  of  deratisation  of 

(a)  Ships.  Sulphur  dio.xide  fumigation  is  used. 

(b)  Premises  tn  vicinity  of  docks  or  quays.  Red  squills, 
phosphorus,  etc.,  are  used,  in  accordance  with  experience 
gained  as  to  suitability  of  bait.  In  this  respect  see  General 
Public  Health  Section,  page  16.

No  vessels  have  arrived  direct  at  the  Port  during  the  year  from 
a  port  infected  with,  or  suspected  to  be  infected  with  Plague, 
Cholera,  Yellow  Fever,  Small  Pox,  or  Typhus.  Two  arrivals  in  the 
Town  from  vessels  disembarking  passengers  at  other  ports,  and  on 
board  which  Small  Pox  had  occupied,  were  kept  under  observation 
until  clear  of  quarantine. 

One  seaman  applied  for  treatment  under  the  Internationa  ^ 
Agreement  regarding  Venereal  Diseases,  and  was  directed  to  the 
local  Treatment  Centre  at  Boscombe.  Suitable  notices  are,  under 
the  Agreement,  available  for  all  crews  arriving  at  the  Port,  being 
issued  to  the  Captain  at  first  call. 

All  ships  visiting  the  Port  were  clear  of  rats  when  inspected, 
and  there  was  no  call  to  subject  a  vessel  to  measures  of  rat  destruc¬ 
tion  during  1927. 
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VI.  (1)  Hygiene,  general. 

Sanitary  defects  (see  Form  A)  were  found  on  board  38  vessels. 
In  all  cases  the  defects  were  remedied  after  verbal  notice.  They 
consisted  of  dirty  forecastles  (29)  ;  dirty  W.C.s  (7)  ;  uncovered 
water  tanks  (2).

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VII.  (1)  Food  Inspection. 

There  are  no  imports  of  foodstuffs,  except  the  marketing  of 
onions  from  France. 

The  Authority’s  Analyst  is  available  for  examinations  and 
reports,  in  addition  to  the  local  Public  Health  Laboratory  service 

(2)  Shellfish.  Oyster  fishing  has  been  a  staple  industry  of  the 
District  from  time  immemorial.  There  is  evidence  that  Poole 
oysters  were  a  relished  delicacy  even  to  the  epicurean  palate  of  the 
Ronran  visitors  to  these  shores  nearly  2,000  years  ago.  . 

The  difficulty  which  liad  been  met  in  recent  years  in  maintaining 
a  supply  of  oysters  above  reproach  as  edible  shell-fish  was  the 
result  of  the  growth  of  popularity  of  the  District,  and  the  presence  close 
to  the  shores  of  the  Bay  and  Harbour,  of  a  population  of  some 
200,000  inhabitants.  The  oyster  is  naturally  a  pure  vegetarian  ; 
it  has  considerable  defensiv'^e  powers  against  contamination  from 
external  sources,  and,  if  placed  in  favourable  circumstances,  will 
effectually  cleanse  itself  of  any  doubtful  taint.  Hence  the  present 
position  of  the  trade  in  Poole  oysters,  viz.,  that  oysters  dredged 
from  the  Harbour  generally  shall  be  re-layed  at  an  approved  area — 
the  re-laying  beds  at  Shipstal,  in  the  Arne  Reach  of  tlie  Harbour — 
as  a  prior  condition  to  their  sale  in  open  market. 

Tests  periodically  carried  out  in  the  Borough  Public  Health 
Laboratories  on  samples  of  those  which  have  been  so  re-laid  for  a 
period  of  fourteen  days,  show  them  to  have  become  by  the  process, 
a  clean  marketable  oyster  capable  of  holding  its  own  with  the  product 
of  Whitstable  and  other  reputed  beds. 

The  close  season  extends  from  15th  May  to  30th  September 
each  year. 

In  the  late  part  of  the  year  undei  review,  licence  was  issued  by 
the  competent  authority — the  Southern  Sea  Fisheries  District 
Com.mittce — for  the  dredging  and  re-laying  of  50,000  oysters.

The  enlarged  tonsils  which  are  found 
by  the  hundred  in  the  course  of  School  Medical  Inspection  work  are 
usually  associated  with  a  history  of  “  teething  bronchitis  ”  bv  the 
parent,  as  if  this  w’ere  one  of  the  normal  accompaniments  of  the 
appearance  of  teeth.  How'  often  is  this  infantile  bronchial  trouble 
at  the  time  of  teethmg  the  result  of  a  cold,  saliva-sodden  ”  bib  ” 
left  to  weaken  a  babe’s  resistance  because  it  has  not  the  power  to 
make  sj^cific  objection  to  the  discomfort. 

This  is  education,  and  education  means  not  elementary  lectures 
on  Physiology,  but  "  bringing  out,”  as  the  word  implies,  what  is 
latent  in  every  expectant  mother,  the  capability  of  rearing  a  healthy 
child  on  lines  that  nature,  and  not  artifice,  indicates. 

But  if  the  expectant  mother  herself  is  physically  handicapped, 
should  she  be  allowed  to  run  unguided  into  a  danger  which  may 
cost  two  lives  ? 

And,  in  so  far  as  this  work  fails  to  reach  that  section  of  potential 
motherhood  which  is  either  too  poor,  too  timid  to  seek  advice, 
thoughtless,  improvident,  involuntarily  ignorant,  or  unconscious  of 
impending  difficulty,  so  far  will  it  fail  in  its  purpose. 


ORGANISATION. 

The  Medical  Officer  of  Health  is  also  Medical  Officer  for  Mater¬ 
nity  and  Child  W  elfare.  Four  full-time  Health  Visitors  w^ork  on  the 
district  allotted  to  each,  visiting  the  newdy-bom  and  children  up  to 
five  yearsrfif  age,  giving  advice  to  mothers  and  expectant  mothers, 
referring  them,  when  necessary,  for  medical  advice  either  to  a 
Practitioner  or  to  a  Clinic. 

Ante-natal  and  Post-natal  Clinics  are  held  at  the  Poole  School 
Clinic  on  Mondays  at  4  p.m.  and  on  Thursdays  at  11  a.m,  ;  and  at 
the  Branksome  Coimcjl  Buildings  on  Tuesdays  and  Fridays  at  2  p.m..

RECOVERY  OF  COST  OF  MATERNITY  AND  CHILD  WELFARE 

HOSPITAL  SERVICES. 

Maternity  Cases  coming  under  the  Scheme  are  of  two  kinds 

'S'g  in  mtilat'ihfprinciple  involved  is  the  reduction  of 
maternal  and  infant  mortality,  emergency  cases  are  admitted  to 
Hospital  on  representation  by  a  Medical  Practitioner  m  attendance 
to  the  Medical  Officei  of  Health  that  the  case  is  a  suitable  one  and 
one  in  which  delay  would  endanger  the  life  of  mother  or  of  baby  or 

After  admission,  enquiries  are  made  in  all  these  cases  at  the 
home  (and  if  necessary  from  the  husband  s  employer)  by  a  Health 
Visitor,  as  to  nature  of  husband’s  employment,  total  m  ome,  whether 
entitled  to  single  or  double  mateniity  benefit,  number  in  famih, 
number  of  rooms  in  house,  rent,  etc.

It  is  found  in  some  cases  that  a  considerable  doctor’s  bill  lias 
already  been  incurred,  before  the  decision  to  seek  admission  into 
hospital  is  made. 

With  the  qualification  that  poverty  is  not  to  be  a  bar  to  ad¬ 
mission,  it  is  obviously  difficult  to  lay  down  a  fixed  basis  which 
could  equably  be  applied  to  any  two  successive  cases.  With  a  known 
fi.xed  scale,  many  cases  would  be  deterred  from  imdertaking  the 
expenditure,  preferring  to  take  the  risk  under  home  conditions. 

The  maternity  grant,  where  earned,  is  in  all  cases  taken  as  part 
payment. 

In  anticipated  cases,  i.e.,  those  which  by  visits  to  ante-natal 
clinic  have  been  foimd  to  offer  possibility  of  difficulty  or  danger,  or 
where  home  accommodation  is  inadequate  or  unsuitable,  the  above 
Health  Visiting  scheme  of  enquiries  is  applied,  and  a  signed  agree¬ 
ment  as  to  the  husband’s  preparedness  to  pay  the  whole,  or  any  part 
adjudged  by  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  of  the  Hospital  expenses, 
is  obtained  before  admission  of  the  case. 

Experience,  however,  has  showm  that  cases  expected  to  be 
normal  have  ultimately  presented  some  complication  which  has 
necessitated  the  retention  of  the  case,  not  for  the  usual  fortnight, 
but  for  four  or  five  weeks. 

An  anxious  husband  may  have  been  quite  honestly  attempting 
to  save  up  for  expected  expenditure — having  tried  to  ascertain 
what  that  is  likely  to  be — and  having  signed  his  agreement  on  that 
basis  he  cannot  with  justice  be  Dound  oy  his  agreement  when  the 
oill  to  be  presented  to  him  is  perhaps  more  than  doubled. 

Hence  the  only  satisfactory  rule  is  that  every  case  should  be 
taken  on  its  merits. 

In  Child  Welfare  Cases  the  financial  condition  of  the  parents  is 
ascertained  to  be  such  as  to  preclude  the  possibility  of  the  child 
receiving  the  required  treatment  in  ordinary  course. 

There  remains,  how'ever,  the  class  of  case  still  deserving  of 
treatment  on  the  principle  of  life  saving,  wffiere  the  parents  either 
through  ignorance,  inexperience,  indifference  or  thriftlessness, 
would  defeat  the  principle  if  left  on  their  own  responsibility  for  the 
welfare  of  the  child. 

It  results  that  the  income  side  of  the  account  in  this  respect 
usually  remains  negligible. 


WORK  DONE  UNDER  THE  BOROUGH  SCHEME. 

The  Medical  Officer  of  Health  and  the  four  Health  Visitors  have 
carried  out  the  following  work  during  the  year. 

(1)  Home  Visiting.  The  Health  Visitors,  and  the  Medical 
Officer  where  considered  necessary,  have  paid  351  visits  to  ex¬ 
pectant  mothers,  and  9410  visits  to  infants  and  children  under 
school  age. 
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(2)  Ante-natal,  Post-natal  and  Infant  Welfare  Clinics.  The 
Medical  Officer  personally  attends  all  Clinics.  At  these,  advice,  and, 
where  advisable,  treatment,  have  been  given  to  170  expectant  or 
nursing  mothers,  who  made  987  \dsits  to  the  Clinics  ;  to  mothers  on 
behalf  of  their  children  in  446  individual  cases,  w  ho  made  2645  clinic 
visits. 

There  has  also  been  established  at  Cornelia  Hospital  in  co¬ 
operation, on  Thursday  afternoons,  an  ante-natal  clinic,  at  which 
the  expectant  mothers  who  are  waiting  admission  to  the  Maternity 
Ward  under  the  Scheme  meet,  and  are  examined  by,  the  Obstetrician 
who  wall  attend  them  during  their  stay  in  the  M'ard. 

In  the  ante-natal  care  of  mothers,  examination  of  urine  is  made 
every  three  weeks  in  the  last  three  months.  120  such  examinations 
w'ere  made  in  all. 

(3)  Issues  of  Milk  and  Dried  Milk.  In  certain  cases  and 
under  close  supervision,  elried  milk  is  sold  at  cost  price  for  use  of 
infants  where  for  definite  reasons  the  mother’s  milk  is  not  av'ailable, 
or  where  seasonal  eonditions  render  ordinary  cow  s  milk  imdesirable. 
This  part  of  the  Scheme  is  sell-supporting,  but  no  profit  accrues. 
40  mothers  benefited  by  this  arrangement. 

Cows’  milk  at  reduced  rates,  or  free  issues  of  cows’  milk,  are 
allow'ed — in  all  cases  to  the  amount  of  one  pmt  per  individual  per 
day — where  tire  household  income  does  not  exceed  a  sliding  scale 
approved  of  by  the  Ministry  of  Health.  It  has  been  granted,  usually 
in  four-weekly  periods  and  rencw'able,  in  121  cases. 

In  24  cases  the  issues  commenced  with  those  expectuig  to  be¬ 
come  mothers  within  three  months,  and  about  37  mothers  nursing 
their  infants  w'hose  breast  milk  showed  signs  of  insufficiency. 

In  60  cases  the  milk  was  continued  for  the  direct  benefit  of  the 
infant,  w'herc  for  an  ascertained  reason  the  mother’s  milk  was  not 
available  or  suitable. 

In  14  cases,  the  issue  was  carried  into  the  second  year,  where 
home  conditions  w'ere  handicapping  the  child. 

(4)  Hospital  Services  for  Maternity  and  its  Complications. 
Accommodation  is  provided  at  Cornelia  General  Hospital  and  at  the 
Borough  Isolation  Hospital  (for  Puerperal  cases) 

In  1927,  33  cases  were  admitted  as  compared  with  41  in  1926. 
17  of  these  were  cases  of  emergency  or  anticipated  complication 
There  w'erc  three  infant  deaths  and  one  stillbirth.  Particulars 
are  to  be  found  on  opposite  page. 

Under  this  part  of  the  Scheme,  £137  was  recovered  from  the’ 
patients  during  the  year,  an  average  of  £4  3s.  Od. 

(5)  Hospital  Treatment  under  Child  Welfare  Scheme.  Three 
infants  have  received  attention  as  in-patients,  tw'o  at  Cornelia 
Hospital  and  one  at  Alderney  Isolation  Hospital.  Details  are  to  be 
found  on  next  page.

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OPHTHALMIA  NEONATORUM.

MIDWIVES. 

The  7  midwives  living  and  practising  in  the  Borough  apart 
from  institutional  midwives,  are  imder  the  supervision  of  the 
County  Council,  to  whom  they  make  the  reports  necessary  when 
difficulties  occur  in  the  course  of  their  work. 

The  recent  stiffening-up  of  the  regulations  requiring  the  actual 
presence  of  a  qualified  medical  attendant  w’here  an  uncertified 
“  matemitv  nurse  ”  only  has  been  engaged  for  the  birth  is  showing 
continued  good  results. 

Of  the  total  of  895  births  during  the  year,  479  were  notified  by 
midwives. 


VOLUNTARY  WORK. 

The  Borough  of  Poole  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Association. 
The  workers  of  this  Association,  which  is  subsidised  by  the  Borough 
and  is  under  the  guidance  of  the  Medical  Officer  and  the  Health 
Visitors,  continue  to  give  most  valuable  support  to  the  aims  of  the 
Municipal  scheme. 

Drs  Hutton  Nicol  and  Mackw'ood  and  Drs.  Laura  Home, 
Dorothv  Fenwick  and  G.  M.  Pratt,  have  held  during  the  year  122 
medical  consultation  clinics,  at  which  3,791  attendances  were  made 
by  435  infants  and  young  children.  371  mothers  made  5,78/ 
attendances  at  the  five  Centres,  where  76  Health  Talks  were  given, 
amongst  the  other  activities  of  the  Association.  In  the  "  Toddlers 
Nurseries  there  were  5,488  attendances.  The  Supermtendent  paid 
1,280  visits  to  homes. 
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OTHER  ACTIVITIES, 

Dorset  Red  Cross  War  Memorial  Children's  Hospital,  Swanage. 

Through  the  agency  of  the  local  Honorary  Representative — 
Miss  Budge — one  infant,  3“toddlers”  and  7  children  of  school  age  were 
admitted  to  this  Hospital,  mostly  debilitated  conditions  following 
prolonged  illness.  The  average  duration  of  stay  was  weeks. 

The  parents  contributed,  in  accordance  .vith  their  means, 
towards  the  cost  of  maintenance  to  the  extent  of  an  average  of 
3/-  weekly. 

Unmarried  Mothers.  Home  for  Rescue  and  Preventive  work, 
for  girls  awaiting  confinement,  and  for  luimarried  mothers  with 
their  infants,  with  4  beds  and  4  cots,  is  maintained  by  voluntary 
help  at  “  Oak  Tree  Lodge,”  Pottery  Road,  Parkstone. 

In  its  Rescue  and  Preventive  work,  92  cases  have  during 
1927  been  visited  and  helped  in  v'arious  ways,  22  girls  and  7  babies 
belonging  to  Poole  eventually  passing  through  the  Home.  Two  of 
the  babies  were  taken  by  grandparents,  three  were  sent  to  foster- 
mothers,  one  to  the  Home  referred  to  below,  and  one  was  sent 
with  its  mother  to  the  Union  Workhouse. 

In  six  cases,  maternity  arrangements  were  provided  for  by 
the  Home. 

Illegitimate  Infants.  "  Fairholm,”  Commercial  Road,  Park- 
stone,  is  a  Home  capable  of  accommodating  23  infants,  receiving 
an  annual  grant  from  Government  funds,  and  subject  to  the  super¬ 
vision  of  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health. 

The  total  number  admitted  during  1927  was  20,  of  whom  4  were 
children  whose  mothers  belong  to  the  Borough.  The  mothers  pay 
for  the  upkeep  of  the  baby,  while  at  w'ork. 


INFANTILE  MORTALITY. 

The  loss  of  infimt  life  amounted  in  1927  to  52.  Tliis  is  an 
increase  on  the  46  of  1926,  and  gives  an  infantile  death  rate  of  58.1 
per  1,000  births,  that  for  1926  being  53.7.  Tiie  rate  for  England 
and  Wales  for  1927  W'as  69  deaths  per  1,000  birtns,  the  larger  towns 
show'ing  71  and  the  smiller  towns  68,  so  that  Poole  is  still  well 
below  the  average. 

Examination  of  Table  C.,  which  enumerates  the  causes  of 
death  in  infants  for  the  year  as  certified  by  the  medical  attendant 
in  each  case,  shows  that  30  out  of  the  total  of  52  w'cre  directly  or 
indirectly  due  to  some  ante-natal  cause  affecting  the  mother,  which 
prevented  the  children  from  entering  the  world  with  a  fair  chance 
to  survive. 
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58  per  cent,  of  the  total  deaths,  i.e.,  30  infants,  did  not  survive  . 
one  month,  and  are  described  as  neo-natal  deaths.  Each  year, 
over  one-half  of  the  infants  who  die,  die  thus  in  the  first  month. 
All  but  one  of  these  thirty  died  from  ante-natal  causes. 

There  were  895  live  births,  of  which  45  were  illegitimate. 
The  figures  in  1926  were  861  and  36  respectively. 

There  were  also  28  stillbirths,  as  against  44  in  1926,  not  in¬ 
cluded  in  the  above  figures,  and  these  have  to  be  added  to  the 
toll  of  infant  life  sacrificed  to  abnormal  antenatal  maternal  con¬ 
ditions.  So  that  altogether  58  potential  lives  were  lost  on  this 
account.  In  each  of  the  previous  years  this  figure  was  71. 

It  would  be  futile  to  suggest  that  any  form  of  organised  Health 
activities  could  hope  to  wipe  out  this  wastage.  I  here  are  too 
many  factors  at  work,  human  nature  included.  But  what  we  can 
hope  for  is  that  the  development  of  accessible  G?ntres  for  ante-natal 
advice,  and  of  maternity  facilities  freed  from  the  an.xieties  of 
aw’kward  home  conditions,  with  advisers  whose  personality  and 
experience  can  spread  mutual  and  general  confidence,  will  result 
that  the  girl  of  to-day,  who  has  grown  to  girlhood  with  a  more  active 
appreciation  of  the  laws  of  Health  and  Hygiene,  may  in  her  mother¬ 
hood  be  spared  many  of  the  avoidable  mischances  of  the  past. 


DEATHS  OF  CHILDREN  FROM  1—5  YEARS. 

I  repeat  below’  a  comparative  Table  which  shows  from  year  to 
year  the  proportion  of  deaths  of  infants  under  1  year  and  of  children 
under  school  age.  It  will  be  seen  that  the  reduction  in  loss  of 
infant  life,  as  indicated  by  the  gradual  fall  in  the  percentage  of 
infant  deaths  compared  with  the  total  deaths,  is  not,  as  some 
critics  would  assert,  merely  a  postponement  of  death  into  the 
second  year  of  life.  The  reduction  in  the  ptrcentage  loss  of  “  todd¬ 
lers  ”  over  the  period  reviewed  is  much  greater  than  that  achieved 
for  infants,  which  goes  to  show  that  to  whatever  causes  the  improve¬ 
ment  in  the  infant’s  chance  of  life  is  due,  these  are  sufficiently  sound 
to  gain  enhanced  effect  as  the  child  grows  older.  It  is  not  too  bold 
a  claim  to  assert  that  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Work  is  one 
of  these  causes.

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PREFACE. 


To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Education  Committee, 

Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

^^^^th  Annual  Report  on  the  School  Medical  Service  of 
the  Borough  submitted  to  you  herewith  presents  no  feature  of  out¬ 
standing  note. 

It  is  a  record  of  what  has  been  done,  so  far  as  the  School  Medical 
Service  is  able  to  assist,  to  obtain  the  satisfactory  result  of  a  perfect 
attendance  at  school  throughout  the  year  of  89 '3  out  of  every  100 
Elementary  School  children.  The  year  was  not  a  healthy  one  for 
school  age  generally. 

The  School  Medical  Service  is  not  a  self-contained  unit  It 
runs  in  Poole  closely  parallel  with  the  Child  Welfare  Service,  and 
the  working  organisation  is  the  same  both  in  personnel  and  in  methods. 
This  IS  an  advantage  which  it  is  more  difficult  to  achieve  in  a  com¬ 
munity  of  much  greater  size  than  Poole.  But  its  importance  cannot 

attempt  is  to  be  made  to  eradicate  the 
chief  defects  found  in  the  young  schoolchild  of  5  years  at  its  initial 
medical  overhaul .  Many  of  these  defects  have  been  allowed  to  develop 
from  infancy.  In  some  cases  they  are  due  to  a  lack  of  understanding 
on  the  part  of  the  p.ycnt,  to  whom  our  educational  endeavours  must 
be  freely  extended  in  Health  propaganda.  Intimate  co-ordination 
between  the  School  Medical  Service  and  the  Maternity  and  Child 
el  fare  Schemes  of  the  Borough  must  be  assiduously  maintained.

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PRELIMINARY. 

There  are  in  the  Borough  sixteen  Elementary  Schools,  with 
a  total  of  35  Departments.  The  accommodation  is  for  6,737 
children,  .and  there  are  some  6,314  names  on  the  registers — an 
increase  of  39.  The  above  figures  include  the  Russell-Cotts  School, 
although,  having  its  own  Medical  Officer,  this  School  docs  not 
appear  in  the  figures  affecting  the  School  Medical  Serc’ice  proper. 

The  fact  that  the  School  Medical  Officer  is  at  the  same  time 
Medical  Officer  of  Health,  in  charge  of  the  Borough’s  Maternity  and 
Child  Welfare  Scheme,  and  MedicaUBuperintendent  of  the  Borough 
Isolation  Hospitals,  admits  of  a  unification  of  control,  a  continuity 
of  effort,  and  a  possioility  of  ”  follovvirg-up,”  which  becomes 
more  difficult  of  achievement  in  a  community  of  larger  numbers. 

A  School  Medical  Service  is  firstly  preventive,  secondly  ad¬ 
visory,  and  thirdly  remedial.  In  it§  preventive  aspect,  its  function 
is  to  keep  healthy  childn  n  w<'ll,  ancl  to  safeguard  them  where  poss¬ 
ible  from  unhealthy  contact.  In  its  advisory  aspect,  its  function 
is  to  detect  incipient  or  unknown  ill-health  in  the  school  child,  and 
to  direct  it  to  its  proper  curative  guide,  the  family  doctor.  ’  The 
remedial  aspect  takes  shape  in  two  forms— («)  to  deal  with  such 
minor  ailments  as  do  not  in  themselves  demand  a  doctor’s  services, 
but  which,  if  left  imcontrolled,  may  ultimately  beceme  more 
serious,  to  the  detriment  of  educational  progress,  and  {b)  to  organise 
a  scheme  of  treatment  for  crippling  defects  of  a  more  specialised 
nature,  which,  though  requiring  expenditure  prohibitive  in  many 
individual  cases,  yet  when  so  organised  can  be  economically  brought 
within  the  reach  of  all  whose  health  would  benefit  by  its  application. 

As  being  special  in  nature,  the  defects  require  specialised 
treatment,  hence  the  co-operation  in  the  scheme  of  the  services  of 
the  local  specialists  in  each  sphere — the  Eye,  the  Nose  and  Throat, 
the  X-Ray,  and  the  Dental  Specialist. 

To  carry  the  service  into  effect  in  as  complete  a  manner  as 
possible,  the  work  is  sub-divided  into  : — 

(1)  Routine  and  Special  Inspections  by  the  School  Medical 
Officer,  the  School  Nurse,  and  clerical  assistance. 

(2)  Class-by-class  inspections  by  School  Nurses. 

(3)  Clinics  for  advice  and  treatment. 

(4)  Following  up. 

Medical  Inspections.  To  systematise  this  work,  all  children  at 
entrance  .and  at  fixed  age  periods  in  their  curriculum  are  thoroughly 
exammed.  Parents  are  in  all  cases  invited  to  be  present.  Children 
who  are  found  to  have  some  definite  defect  or  defects  are  scheduled 
as  ”  specials  ”  for  re-examination  every  three  months,  unless  in 
the  meantime  the  defects  which  can  be  so  corrected  have  been 
attended  to  either  by  the  parents’  arrangements  with  the  family 
doctor,  or  by  means  of  the  School  Clinic  system  in  operation. 


These  medical  inspections  apply  at  present  to  Elementary 
Schools  only.  Arrangements  are  being  made  for  their  application 
to  the  Grammar  Schools  also. 

Class-by-class  Inspections.  The  School  Nurses  visit  Schools 
periodically  for  the  purpose  of  making  rapid  surveys  of  general 
scope,  such  as  personal  cleanliness,  to  detect  imdesirable,  contagious 
or  possibly  infectious  conditions,  and  to  act  generally  in  co-operation 
with  the  School  Staff  in  preserving  the  general  health  tone  of  the 


Schools. 

Clinics.  Facilities  for  advice  and  treatment  are  provided  as 
follows ; — 


(fl)  Minor  Ailment  Clinics.  * 

(i)  Poole  Council  Buildings.  Each  School  day  at  9  a.m. 

(ii)  Branksome  Council  Buildings.  Each  School  day  at 

9  a.m. 

Every  child  sent  to  the  Clinic  by  General  Practitioner,  by  School 
Head,  by  School  Attendance  Officer,  or  by  Parent,  is  seen  by  the 
School  Medical  Officer,  w’ho  determines  whether  each  is  a  suitable 
case  for  clinic  treatment,  and  if  so,  arranges  for  treatment  accord¬ 
ingly.  If  the  defect  of  is  a  special  nature,  calling  for  the  services  of 
a  specialist,  the  child  in  course  receives  attention  at  one  of  the 
following  operative  Clinics  ;  — 


(6)  Dental  Clinic. 

(c)  Eye  Clinic. 

[d)  Nose  and  Throat

-the  dull  and  backward,  the  deaf, 
the  blind  or  partially  blind,  the  cripple  and  the  mentally  defective— 
the  aim  is  to  arrange  in  suitable  cases  for  admission  to  a  special 
class.  School  or  Institution,  where  the  child’s  disability  may  present 
the  minimum  of  disadvantage  to  himself  and  those  around  him,  and 
offer  the  best  chance  of  progress. 

Following-up.  This  is  one  of  the  most  important  and  necessary 


parts  of  the  work. 

.\t  the  periodical  medical  inspection  in  school,  certain  children, 
whom  for  a  special  reason  it  is  desirable  to  see  again,  are  distin¬ 
guished  as  “specials.”  These  re-appear  at  the  next  three-monthly 
inspection.  The  reason  may  be  that  the  mother  has  expressed  her 
desire  to  have  the  teeth,  eyes,  throat  or  other  defect  which  has 
been  pointed  out  to  her  attended  to  uneler  her  own  arrangements. 
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or  the  defect  seen  may  give  indication  of  being  of  a  temporary 
nature.  Or  again,  the  condition  may  be  one  that  a  few  visits  and 
advice  from  the  School  Nurse  can  rectify. 

Lnaccoun table  absences  from  School  are  followed  up  by  the 
School  AttencL'ince  Officers.  Many  of  these  absentees  are  sub¬ 
sequently  referred  to  the  Clinics.

GENERAL  REVIEW  OF  SCHOOL  MEDICAL  EXAMINATION. 

During  the  year,  702  Entrants,  631  children  of  the  age  of 
8  (Intermediates),  and  621  children  of  the  age  of  12  (Leavers)  were 
examined  by  the  School  Medical  Officer— a  total  of  1764,  as  compared 
with  1672  in  1926. 

In  addition,  220  special  School  and  3339  Clinic  inspections 
were  made,  with  7348  subsequent  re-inspections — a  total  of  1C907, 
compared  with  11662  in  1926. 

from  this,  the  School  Nurses  paid  384  “  Rapid  Inspec¬ 
tion  ”  visits  to  Schools,  covering  in  these  inspections  38,437  children, 
and  passing  on  to  the  Clinics  for  necessary  advice  or  treatment 
317  of  the  children  seen. 
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905  visits  were  made  to  the  homes  of  School  children  m  con¬ 
nection  with  the  occurrence  of  infectious  diseases.

To  the  children  examined  under  the  system  of  School  Medical 
Inspection,  the  following  figures  refer;— 

Clothing  and  Footwear.  Of  1754  children  examined,  7  were 
found  definitely  unsatisfactory  in  this  respect. 

Nutrition.  27  of  the  175*4  could  be  described  as  bilow  par  to 
such  an  extent  as  to  render  the  way  easy  for  permanent  or  chronic 
ill-health.  This  is  a  smaller  figure  than  has  been  found  for  some 
years,  and  shows  a  welcome  reduction  of  30  pc  r  cc  nt. 

Uncleanliness.  60  of  the  1754  children  ^\ere  found  to  have  nits 
of  the  head  louse  in  the  hair,  and  101  had  evidence  of  the  presence 
of  fleas.  In  some  cases,  both  conditions  were  present.  These 
figures  were  83  and  133  respectively  in  the  previous  year. 

Teeth.  The  figures  given  below  are  the  results  of  the  Schcol 
Medical  Officer’s  inspection,  not  of  the  Dental  Specialists,  and  are- 
given  to  show  the  general  trend  of  the  results.

Inspection  shows  that  even  by  the  age  of  five  years  the  tem¬ 
porary  teeth  have  been  the  victims  of  injudicious  trainmg  and  diet 
to  such  an  extent  as  seriously  to  interfere  with  successful  effort 

on  the  part  of  the  Dentists  to  preserve  the  m. . 

Education  of  the  parent  in  the  spheres  of  chdd  welfare  not 
up  to  the  present  penetrated  sufficiently  with  regard  to  suitable  diet 
for  and  care  of  the  milk  teeth. 


Tlic  followirg  figures  for  the  yerr  shew  toth  the  high  rr.tio  cf 
decay  in  tJie  young  children  and  the  desirable  results  of  the  Dental 
Scheme  in  the  older  scholars.

Skin.  In  192G,  one  case  of  Ringworm  of  the  Body,  5  cases  of 
Impetigo  and  19  minor  defects  were  found.  In  1927  the  figures  are 
one  case  of  Scabies,  2  cases  of  Impetigo  and  17  minor  skin  defects. 

Eyes.  168  of  1052  children  examined  had  defective  vision, 
while  8  had  squint.  The  proportion  is  lower  than  the  pre  vious  year, 
and  improv'es  gradually  from  year  to  year.  16  children  had 
Blepharitis  at  the  date  of  examinaticn. 

Ears.  2  of  the  children  examined  had  seme  degree  of  deafness, 
but  not  to  a  degree  to  hamper  their  progress  in  an  ordinary  sehcol. 
A  history  of  otorrhoea  was  obtained  in  18  instances. 

Nose  and  Throat.  391  of  the  1754  children  shewed  unhealthy 
tonsils,  and  in  38  further  cases  adenoid  ^rewths  were  present. 

Enlarged  Glands  in  the  Neck.  96  children  out  of  1764  were 
found  on  examination  to  have  glands  which  were  then  or  had  lately 
been  reacting  to  some  unhealthy  condition  of  scalp,  ears,  throat 
or  teeth.  In  1926  the  number  was  122  out  of  1672. 

Defective  Speech.  12  cases  of  stammering  of  mild  degree  were 
foimd,  as  against  7  in  1926. 

Heart  and  Circulation.  2  children  suffered  from  Organic  Heart 
Disease,  while  a  further  12  showed  a  functional  derangement.  11 
had  a  noticeable  degree  of  anaemia. 

Lungs.  26  of  the  1754  children  were  subject  to  recurrent 
Bronchitis.  63  could  be  described  as  “  Pre-Tube  rcular  ”  and 
suitable  for  an  Open-Air  School. 

Nervous  System.  No  cases  of  Epilepsy  were  found.  One  child 
had  Chorea. 

Deformities.  Among  the  1754  children,  9  suffered  from  a  slight 
degree  of  Rickets,  and  8  from  Spinal  Curvature. 

Other  Defects  and  Diseases.  7  instances  of  Hernia  were  found. 
13  had  some  degree  of  enlargement  of  the  Thyroid  gland,  and  7  were 
classed  as  high-grade  Mental  Defectives. 

“  Specials.”  Of  220  specials  re-examined,  65  showed  the 
defect  to  have  been  rectified,  71  were  improved,  and  96  showed  no 
change. 

Vaccination.  Of  702  children  under  8  years  examined,  13’2% 
were  found  efficiently  vaccinated,  79‘3%  entirely  unvactinated. 
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Of  531  children  of  8,  14’3%  were  found  efficiently  vaccinated, 
79'1%  entirely  unvaccinated. 

Of  521  children  of  12,  15’9%  were  found  efficiently  vaccinated, 
76'8%  entirely  un vaccinated. 

In  a  word,  from  the  records  kept  for  the  past  seven  years,  it 
is  found  that  80  out  of  every  100  children  in  the  Borough  are 
totally  unprotected  against  an  attack  of  Smallpox. 

Attendance  of  Parents.  The  parents  of  all  children  are  re¬ 
quested  to  attend  at  the  inspections,  so  that  in  cases  of  abnormal 
conditions  an  accurate  history  of  the  defect  can  be  ascertained,  and 
suitable  advice  given. 

Interest  taken  by  the  parents  in  this  work  for  the  maintenance 
of  the  health  of  childhood  increases,  especially  at  the  first  exam¬ 
ination.

MINOR  TREATMENT  AND  OPERATIVE  CLINICS. 

Uncleanliness  in  Head,  in  the  form  of  nits  or  vermin,  was  dealt 
with  in  110  children.  In  many  the  condition  showed  great  neglect. 
62  of  these  children  had  to  be  excluded  from  School,  with  subsequent 
loss  of  grant. 

Two  Sacker  combs  are  kept  in  the  Clinics,  and  were  lent  out  to 
suitable  cases. 

Skin  Conditions.  Ringworm  of  the  Hair  was  detected  in  12 
cases,  a  reduction  of  9  on  1926.  .Ml  proved  amenable  to  Clinic 
treatment,  without  need  for  application  of  X-Rays. 

Ringworm  of  the  Body  was  found  in  33  cases,  there  be  ing  32,  34, 
32,  44  and  54  cases  respectively  in  previous  yeers. 

Scabies  or  Itch  is  diminishing,  appearing  in  12  children,  compar¬ 
ed  with  18,  13,  22,  40  and  66. 

Impetigo  and  Septic  Bruises  and  Sores  numbered  382  cases. 
The  zeal  of  the  School  staffs  in  making  use  of  the  Clinic  while  the  con- 
elition  is  still  trivial  is  much  appreciated  by  the  Department,  ana  is 
to  be  encouraged. 

Nose  and  Throat.  201  children  with  unhealthy  tonsils  and 
adenoid  growths  were  dealt  with  through  the  School  Clinic.  These 
include  ca.ses  referreel  from  the  School  Medical  Inspections. 

77  of  these  received  operative  treatment  at  Cornelia  Hospital 
under  the  Borough  Scheme,  compared  with  84  in  1926. 

Defective  Teeth.  241  children  voluntarily  attended  the  Minor 
Ailments  Clinic  for  dental  treatment,  on  account  of  their  teeth. 
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This  is  continued  testimony  to  the  popularity  of  the  Clinic  for  a 
usually  distasteful  proceeding. 

The  Dental  Surgeons  inspected  at  the  Schools  5288  children,  of 
whom  3377  were  ascertained  to  require  treatment.  Altogether  1790 
actually  attended  and  received  treatment,  53.0  per  cent,  of  the  whole. 

There  is  not  included  in  these  figures  a  proportion  of  children 
whose  parents,  on  the  information  and  advice  gained  by  the  in¬ 
spections,  obtained  dental  treatment  otheiAvise  than  through  the 
^hool  Dental  Clinic. 

Analysis  of  the  ages  of  children  inspected  bv  the  Dental  Officers, 
and  the  proportion  requiring  treatment,  is  given  below.

This  shows  a  reduction  in  7  out  of  the  ten  groups. 

Visual  Defects.  The  number  of  children  referred  for  the  first 
time  to  the  Refraction  Clinic  at  Cornelia  Hospital  was  275.  Of 
these,  187  actually  attended. 

A  further  396  children  who  had  in  previous  years  been  provided 
with  glasses  were  notified  to  attend  for  a  re-test,  and  188  actually 
attended  for  re-examination  of  their  sight. 

Of  the  above,  spectacles  were  prescribed  for  255,  of  whom  167 
took  advantage  of  the  Borough  Scheme  to  obtain  glasses  or  new 
glasses— a  proportion  of  65-5%.  Several  other  children  are  known 
to  hav'e  had  glasses  provided  from  other  sources. 

After  provision  of  spectacles,  parents  are  advised  to  bring  the 
child  to  the  School  Clinic,  so  that  the  fit  and  suitability  of  the 
glasses  may  be  confirmed. 

Chest  Conditions.  14  cases  of  "  Pre-Tubercular  ”  type  were 
taken  under  supervision.  For  these  'and  for  another  117  already 
classed  as  suitable,  the  provision  of  an  Open-Air  School  would  mean 
a  better  chance  of  improvement,  both  in  health  and  in  education. 

19  subjects  of  Bronchitis  were  also  dealt  with. 
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Abnonnjl  Children.  Table  III  gives  particulars  of  all  excep¬ 
tional  children  of  School  age.  I  am  glad  to  be  able  to  record  that  a 
Scheme  is  now  receiving  your  attention,  which  \\ ill  include  so  far 
as  is  found  possible  under  local  conditions,  consideration  of  the  pro¬ 
vision  of  orthopaedic  treatment  for  suitable  crippling  conditions 
Special  Classes  for  the  merely  dull  and  backward— \  ictims  mostly  of 
constitutional  defects-and  for  the  higher  grades  of  feeble -mmde^d 
children,  and  an  Open-Air  School  for  the  physically  hampered  child. 

Irregular  Attendances.  Under  the  School  Attendance  Byelaws, 
117  appearances  were  made  before  the  magistrates  to  account  for 
delinquency.  Fines  were  inflicted  in  50  cases.  Some  unsatis¬ 
factory  cases  are  included  more  than  once  in  these  ngums. 

Part-Time  Employment.  70  certificates  under  the  Employment 
of  Children  Act,  1903,  and  the  Education  Act,  1918,  have  been 

issued  to  children^over  12  years.  e  rv 

Treatment  Charges.  The  scheme  of  charges  ^r  Clmic  trt  atrnt  nt 
based  on  a  scale  of  inCDme  and  approved  by  the  Board  of  Education 

has  now  been  in  operation  for  four  years.  i  x  i-r  • 

Experience  has  shown  that  the  chief  branch  of  ^unc  work  to 
suffer  from  the  imposition  of  a  charge  has  been  that  for  tlie  care  of 
teeth.  The  mere  mention  of  a  charge  has  been  m  some  ca,.es 
sufficient  to  cause  the  rest  of  the  conditions  to  left  unread,  and 
the  Clinic  notice  to  be  neglected,  although  further  reading  might 
have  shown  that  a  contribution  w'as  not  expected.
